The Canadian Clearing Office at 
Ottawa is adjusting 2,465.claims from 
Germans for debts alleged to be ow- 
ing them by Canadians.

The larger portion of the burden of expense and administration in con- 
nection with safeguarding the public health is imposed on the Provinces, 
which are responsible for thecestablishment, maintenance, and management 
of hospitals, asylums, charities, institutions for the deaf and dumb, blind, 


mentally deficient, and so forth. 


Under Provincial legislation the direct 


and active management of many of these institutions is naturally, and prop- 
erly, placed upon municipal authorities, but the Provincial Government 
makes large annual contributions towards the cost of their upkeep. 

TO a much more general extent than ever before, Governments and 
people the world over have awakened to a realization of the imperative 
duty devolving upon them to improve the physical standard and general 
health of the people; also that the safeguarding and improvment of the 
public health is not a mere local matter, nor even national, but international. 
A plague or outbreak of disease in any one country may, in these days of 
rapid transportation and close communication, threaten all other countries. 

People and Governments have at least come to a Yealization of the fact 
that human life is more valuable than the life of domestic livestock; that 
they have been absurdly inconsistent in the past in expending huge sums to 
improve the standard of horses, cattle, sheep and swine, and t6 eradicate 
diseasc amongst them, while in many important ways failing to provide for 
the health and lives of mothers and babies, upon whom depends the whole 
future of the human race and the citizenship of the world. 

Be it said to the everlasting credit of the Western Provinces of Canada 
that they are well in the lead in the adoption of the most approved laws 
and methods of sanitation, inspection of food supplies, the provision of | 
grants to needy expectant mothers, in the payment of mothers’ pensions, in| 
the establishment of the most modern and best equipped hospitals, aiytiuitn| 


and sanatoriums.

The 1 Annual General eh 
of the ‘Shareholders of the Bank 
Montreal was held on Monda 
cember 6th, at the Bank’s* Hea 
ers, The President, Sir Vincent Mere+ 
dith, Bart., occupied the rt, and pre- 
sented the annual repast of the Direc- 
tors, 

Befote moving the adoption of the 
teport, Sir Vincent Meredith gave a 
compfeherBive review of the econo- 
mic situation. During the year, he 
said, an. ovetwhelming demand for 
credit had taxed resources to the tt- 
most, It had been difficult to make 
men who had grown accustomed to 
high prices recognize the fact that 
economic conditions, which no artifi- 
cial means can alter, alone are sthe 
cause. of price decline. “The demand 
for intervetition through Government 
control’ is still insistent in some quar- 
ters,” he said, “Canada alone cannot 
control world-wide conditions, and it 
is idle to turn to the Government for 
relief from falling prices. This applies 
to wheat as well as to other commodi- 
ties.” 

Stimming up, he said: ‘The situation 
in Canada at present, as I view it, is 
that while there docs not appear to be 
any cause for apprehension, there is 
every reason for the exercise of the 
utmost measure of caution... Canada 
cahnot ‘disassociate herself from world 
conditions, and world conditions are 
not satisfactory, On this continent the 
two years supervening upon the Arm- 
istice have been marked by unexam- 
pled trade activity and prosperity, a 
circumstance common to the conclu- 
sion of all great wars, but the reaction 
has set in and may not yet be in full 
play. Happily, Canada is well buttress- 
ed on many sides, and the exercise of 
prudence and sagacity should enable 
her to meet the shock of falling prices, 
restrictéd credits and deflated currency 
without serious impairment of her 
commercial and financial vitality.” 

The General Manager, Sir Frederick 


erations of the Bank during the year, 
said the payment of a bonus of 2% to 
the shareholders was not the outcome 
of higher rates of interest on current 
'oans in Canada but a reflection of the 
increase in current loans and of high 
interest rates on call loans in New 
York, the volume of which was gov- 
erned by the Bank’s requirements in 
liquid reserves.

My time was now getting short as 
I had promised the Chief to be home 
by the 24th of May. So making one 
grand round to all-the variqus tepees> 
collccting some small debts, leaving 
soine of my impedimenta to come 
down later, I was now saying good- 
dye. O-sow-usk was quite mournful, 
also Ka-say-the-nish, My Indian 
Grandfather’s address was quite 
pathetic. 

“My Grandson,” he paid, “you are 
young and I am old. We may never 
tee ommManother again (and we never 
did), I wanted you to have a monu- 
ment~so all would remember O-ge- 
mas-es’ residence amongst us. Some 
days ago I had my young men go 
down the Carrot River where stands 
a mighty spruce tree, a landmark for 
miles around, and this they made a 
lob-stick of in memory of you.” 

I thanked the old chap and really 
felt quite affected. Then my newer 
friend, Ki-say-the-nish, wished to- es- 
tablish relationship, so callkd me his 
Cha-Cha-Wow. This was a mutual 
name between us and meant that we 
were so related by our children hay- 
ing intermarried. Remarkable that 
an obscure tribe of Indians like the 
Crees would have a‘spcecial name for 


a relationship which cannot be stat- 


ed concisely in English. It is a!so 
remarkable to say that this fictitious 
relationship was of considerable bene- 
fit to me many years after, but, that 
as Kipling says, “that is another 
story.” 

It was a spring of very high water 


and my little bark canoe was loaded 


down well to the gunwales, but 
thanks to careful pitching, tight as a 
bottle. The Indians had warned me 
not to descend the Carrot too far for 
fear of mecting drowned. land. Away 
‘I went, waving my paddle in a last 
salute, and padd!ed steadily till noon, 
when I landed and boiled the kettle. 
I had shot a goose and had some fun 
chasing him in the afternoon. For- 
getting all warnings, I paddled stead- 
lly ahead, only now noticing that the 
banks of the river were flooded. Com-

two of hard work, and finally every- 
thing was snug for the night. My 
stage was about seven feet long by 
four feet wide with some mud at each 
end for a fireplace in case of a change: 
of wind. A nice lot of firewood was 
cut up, my clothes were hanging to 
dry on limbs and I was graciously 
draped in a blanket, a la Indian. Such 
a supper, then a royal smoke and to 
bed. About daylight in the morn- 
ing I was awakened by a mighty 
splash and my _ face _ plentifully 
sprinkled with water. Springing out 
of bed IT found myself waist deep in 
water and gradually realized my sur- 
roundings and strange camping place. 
On investigating I found traces show- 
ing that an old beaver had been ex- 
amining his strange neighbor and 
suddenly catching the dreaded hu- 
man scent, divedsand hit the water 
a tremendous thump with his tail. A| 
good laugh, a good breakfast, and oh| 
for The Pas, up-current now, as I was 
meeting the water from the big Sas- 
katchewan. At last I reached the 
river and she was sure enough in 
flood, full of the usual drift wood. 
Looking down towards The Pas it 
only showed as a speck of dry land. 
As Tewent sweeping down with the 
strong current in my favor I could 
see a tail figure pacing the shore. 
He would look up at my tiny craft 
then away again, and I knew it was 
the Chief and that he was half afraid 
to look, for it was really dangerous 
enough as a touth of the drifting logs 
would have sent me to the bottom. 
Finally I swept into the Pas River, 
he grasping the bow of the canoe and 
exclaimed: “Thank God you are home 
safely. I have slept but poorly the 
last week thinking about your return 
alone and the very high water.

Luxury Tax Abolished : 


OTTAWA, December 19—(Canad- 
ian press—Luxury tax is abolished; 
on and after tomorrow the tax, es- 
pecially imposed last session, will cea- 
se to operate. The abolition applies 
to luxury taxes adopted in the last 
budget, except those on spirituous and 
alcoholic wines, medicated wines, pa- 
tent and proprietory preparatiops con- 
taining alcohol, lime and_fruit juices, 
fortified, spirits and strong waters, 
perfumery and toilet preparations, 
playing cards and confectionery. All 
luxury taxes, except those metioned 
are abolished, whether paid by merch- 
ants, manufacturers or importers. 

The Sales Tax remains in full force 
and effect. 

The dominating reason for the step 
taken by the government, it is inti- 
mated was the great unemployment in 
the industries directly and indirectly 
affected by the luxury taxes. The ev- 
idence on this point it is stated, had 
disclosed a very serious state of aff- 
airs. Many important industries are 
completely shut down, while others 
have laid off large numbers of em- 
ployes, due to lack of orders, a condi- 
tion brought about largely by the idea 
generally held by the public that this 
means of taxation was intended to be 
of a temporary character, and must 
sooner or later, be abolished Havinz 
this idea in mind, the public had prac 
tically stopped buying, with the result 
that factories in many important lines 
could not operate and their organiza- 
tions were seriously dislocated |t 
appears to the government therefor:
